In 1904 leading buggy manufacturers estimated that there 
were 14,000.000 ho rse-drawn vehicles in use and that 2- 
800,000 buggies, light wago ns, carriages, city trucks, deliv­ 
ery wago ns and o mnibuses were manufactured that year. 
Twenty-two years ago o ur natio nal inco me amo unted* to 
abo ut $ *. 1,500,000 as co mpared with abo ut $ 60,000,000 at 
present. 
Po pulatio n has increased fro m 76 millio n to 115 
millio n. 
Impro ved highways co ver half a millio n miles 
whereas -5,000 miles wo uld pro bably hit the figure twenty 
years ago . 
When we add that estimates place the present
